W ashington, Feb. 1.—The reading 
of the president’s m essage concerning 
the employers’ liability act, the grant­ 
ing of injunctions in labor cases, and 
other matters of a general nature con­ 
cerning corporations, was the chief 
feature of the congressional proceed­ 
ings yesterday. 
The m essage receiv ­ 
ed careful attention on the part of 
many senators on both sides of the 
chamber. 
The sena te ordered the 
printing of 10,000 copies. The remain­ 
der of the day was dev oted to routine 
business and a further consideration 
of the bill to rev ise the criminal laws 
of the United States. 
An unusual and almost unprecedent­ 
ed scene was enacted in the house as 
the result of the reading of the presi­ 
dent’s special message. 
The v igorous 
language of the document brought 
forth storms of applause, first on the 
Democratic side of the house, then on 
the Republican and culminating in a 
general demonstration by the entire 
body. 
As if in anticipation that som e­ 
thing out of the ordinary was going to 
happen, there was a v ery full attend­ 
ance of members. 
Long after the 
reading of the m essa g e had been con­ 
cluded it was almost the sole topic of 
conv ersation among members on the 
floor and in the lobbies. 
After pa ss­ 
ing 280 pension bills, the Indian ap­ 
propriation bill was discussed. 


The President’s Message. 


In his special m essage the presi­ 
dent a sks for additional legislation 
concerning the relations between labor 
and capital and between the great cor­ 
porations and the public. 
This leg is­ 
lation is made necessary, he says, be­ 
cause of the recent decision of the su­ 
preme court in regard to the employ­ 
ers’ liability act, the experience of the 
intersta te commerce commission and 
of the department of justice in enforc­ 
ing the intersta te commerce and anti­ 
trust laws, and the grav ely significant 
attitude toward the law and its ad­ 
ministration recently adopted by cer­ 
tain heads of great corporations. 
“ It is all wrong to use the injunc­ 
tion to prev ent the entirely proper 
and leg itim a te actions of labor organ­ 
izations in their struggle for industrial 
betterment, or under the guise of pro­ 
tecting property rights unwarrantably 
to inv ade the fundamental rights of 
the indiv idual,” continues the m es­ 
sage. 
“ It is futile to concede, as we 
all do, the right and the necessity of 
organized effort on the part of wage-

Tr easurer Geor ge Caldwell to reduce 
this indebtedness as much as passible 
and to wipe it out entir ely if it can 
be done without wor king a hardship. 
The delinquencies are on] polls and 
chattels or personal property. 
People 
who own real estate cannot dodge. 
If 
they fail to pay, their 
property is 
sold. 
Ther e is no exemption in paying 
taxes. 
The 
single man twenty-one 
years old must pay as well as the 
householder. 
The 
law gives the treasurer the 
r ight to levy on personal property and 
sell enough of it to satisfy the tax 
claim. 
This means that 
household 
effects, fur nitur e, pianos and other 
articles, 
horses, 
vehicles, firearms, 
clothing, anything 
in fact, can be 
seized, sold and the proceeds applied 
on the delinquency. 
A 
new 
law 
fur nishes 
another 
method of collection. 
The claim is 
placed in the hands of the pr osecuting 
attor ney, who br ings suit in court 
He receives a fee of ten dollars in 
each case. 
To this is added the court 
costs and all are added to the delin­ 
quency. 
Judgment is rendered or the 
tax claim and. costs, an execution is 
issued,a levy made and enough pr op­ 
er ty is seized and sold to pay the 
judgment which includes the costs 
This procedure is new and is expensive 
to the man who owes taxes. 
No cases 
have been br ought here under this act, 
hut those who get notice that they 
are delinquent and neglect to settle, 
may find themselves in court.

When a tra in with a little pa rty of 
pa ssengers on boa rd recently pulled 
slowly southwa rd out of the sta tion of 
Mia mi, on the extreme southea stern 
coa st of Florida , its unostenta tious de­ 
pa rture ma rked a dra ma tic moment in 
the history of a ma n a nd a ra ilroa d 
a nd a n ev ent the bea ring of which 
upon the future rela tions of the United 
Sta tes a nd her neighbors of the West 
Indies ca n only be fully told by time, 
sa ys a St Augustine (Fla .) specia l dis­ 
pa tch to the New York Globe. 
The tra in wa s the first ov er the fa ­ 
mous “ sea going ra ilroa d” which Henry 
M. Fla gler ha s been pushing with a ll 
the resources 
of

Coa st system, which he rules, litera lly 
out ov er the sea towa rd Key West a nd 
Ha v a na . When the tra ins bega n run­ 
ning 
to 
Knights 
Key, 
Cuba 
wa s 
brought ha lf a da y nea rer the United 
Sta tes, a nd Ha v a na wa s for the first 
time pla ced in direct connection with 
New York a nd Chica go. 
The tra v eler ca n now boa rd a Pull­ 
ma n tra in in either of these cities, 
whirl a cross a dozen degrees of la ti­ 
tude direct to Knights Key a nd there 
step from the tra in a boa rd a boa t 
which will la nd him In the Cuba n ca pi­ 
ta l, 115 miles dista nt, within six hours. 
In a nother yea r, when the rema ining 
forty-sev en miles to Key West ha v e 
been opened, the dista nce between Un­ 
cle Sa m a nd his Isla nd wa rd will be 
still further reduced. Key West is but 
ninety miles from Ha v a na , a nd it is 
pla nned to join the two by a ferry 
serv ice which sha ll ta ke the tra ins 
themselv es stra ight through. 
The conditions tha t confronted the 
builders were these: From the southern 
ma inla nd of Florida in a long curv ing 
line to the southwestwa rd the cora l 
islets ca lled the Florida keys stretch 
a wa y to Key West, the la st of the 
cha in.
